Further study needed 

While we admire the administration’s initiative and hard work in 
seeking a solution to next year’s expected housing crunch, we think 
their proposed remedy might warrant further study. On paper, it would 
appear that the idea of executing every third freshman is a wise, 
judicious, and efficient one. But let's not ignore some economic 
realities. 

To begin, we must take into account one overriding fiscal reality: a 
decrease in the total amount of students enrolled in next year's 
freshman class is also a decrease in total amount of revenue for the 
University. Moreover, there exists a matter of principle: should a 
screw-up in the Housing Office dictate policy for the University 
at-large? 

We also cannot help but to question some of the statistical methods 
employed by the University in arriving at the figure of every “third 
freshman. ’’ Even a first semester business student would be able to see 
that an extraneous variable could exist with respect to what the 
administration has termed, “the necessary extermination of a 
population consisting of a random sample divided by three.” What if 
that sample is not an even multiple of three? Who picks up the slack? 

Finally, there are the obvious procedural complications. The Housing 
Office’s report, entitled “Avoiding the Crunch: the Easy Way Out,” 
makes no mention of who is to foot the bill for the proposed executions. 
It would be a crying shame to have to witness needless cutbacks in 
funding for next year's Spring Fling, just because no one took the time 
to ask himself, "Is lethal injection more economical than a firing 
squad?” 

In sum we think the Housing Office, under the watchful eye of Ann 
“Oh Yes She Can” Webster, has demonstrated a concern for the 
welfare of all students that was so noticeably absent earlier this year. 
Before “jumping the gun.” however, we think it would be a wise idea to 
commission some further study.

Jews. The CFG was tabled because of petty politics.

pictured on the GW media guide ly much shorter than the 555-foot 
as a 600-foot giant who dwarfs the obelisk and most other national 
Washington Monument, is actual- landmarks, The GW Hatchet has 

learned. 

The picture and Brown's billing 
as "The New Washington 
Monument” are the results of a 
hoax perpetrated by the Smith 
Center. 

GW Director of Sports In- 
formation Doug Gould and other 
public relations henchmen con- 
spired to superimpose a negative 
of Brown onto a negative of the 
Monument to create the illusion 
that Brown stands well over 600 
feet tall. 

The GW Hatchet has learned 
that the photographic legerde- 
main was used as an attempt to 
cover up a botched promotional 
campaign touting Brown as “The 
New Building C.” GW Men's 
Athletic Director Steve Bilsky 
vetoed the idea and had all the 
pictures of Brown leaning on the 
six-story building destroyed 
except for one photo which found 
its way to The GW Hatchet’s 
offices. 

Smith Center officials were 
tight-lipped about the issue Fri- 
day. Bilsky said he knew nothing 
about the Building C photos. 
Gould allowed that the GW center 
may not be taller than the Wash- 
ington Monument, but said he 
was “much taller" than the U. S. 
Capitol and laughed at the idea of 
comparing Brown's height to any 
of the buildings in Foggy Bottom. 

‘‘There was no photo hoax here 
. . . I don’t think much of anything 
happened,” GW basketbalFcoach 
Gerry Gimelstob commented.
